It was proper 
and natural that converted Jews 
would first go to the synagogues to 
preach Christ. But in nearly every 
case they were soon expelled, and 
then soul-winning work had to be 
carried on in private homes or in 
the open air, and on the streets— 
wherever an opportunity was fur- 
nished for crowds, At Philippi Paul 
preached to women gathered by 
the riverside for a prayer meeting. 
At Athens he preached on the 
Acropolis to the milling throng. 
But revival services were not held,

I am going to speak to you on 
some thoughts that have come to 
me by thinking around a verse 
which I heard as a little country 
lad years ago when the people were 
coming to hear a man of God speak 
God’s word. And it is a very sim- 
ple text; it says, “Prepare to meet 
thy God.” Of course you will un- 
derstand that this is addressed to 
a nation, to the people of Israel, 
and yet it has a very definite per- 
sonal application, just like the Bi- 
ble, which is regenerative in power 
and which is inspired in totality, is 
personal in its application. “Pre- 
pare to meet thy God.” 

Some years ago the Grand Trunk 
Line Railroad offered $2,500.00 for 
the person or to the person who 
would send in the three best words 
to be chosen by judges for rail- 
road crossings; and the person 
who won that $2,500.00 for sending 
in the three best words, according 
to the judgment of the judges, 
sent in these words: “Stop. Look. 
Listen.” But these haven’t been 
worth much to many people when 
you think of the hundreds of peo- 
ple who have been killed on rail- 
road crossings in these years that 
have gone by, because they didn’t 
stop, because they didn’t look, be- 
cause they didn’t listen. And even 
though Jesus Christ came into this 
world to die for sinners, His death 
will have availed nothing for your 
salvation unless you accept it. No 
medicine will do anything to re- 
store your good health unless that 
medicine is taken. No bread will 
give any strength to your body 
unless that bread is eaten and di- 
gested.

And all 
the provisions that God has made 
through the death of Jesus Christ 
who was crucified for our offenses 
and raised for our justification will 
avail nothing for your salvation 
unless these provisions are met by 
penitent faith, taking them. 


Just two years ago down in Miss- 
issippi I spoke of an old man, who, 
because of the killing that he had 
done of his son-in-law, was sent to 
the Penitentiary at Mississippi. It 
was what they call the Prison 
Farm. His name is Andrew Jack- 
son Tabor. And when I preached in 
Mississippi a man who heard me 
said, “Would you like to see that 
old man about whom you spoke in 
your sermon who refused his par- 
don from the governors of Miss- 
issippi?’”’ I said I would. So the 
Superintendent of the Prison Farm 
took me out to the farm and I was 
introduced to old man Andrew 
Jackson Tabor who had been in the 
penitentiary for twenty-odd years 
and whom two governors had par- 
doned. I spoke to him and I said, 
“Mr. Tabor, why did you not ac- 
cept the pardon which Governor 
White and the other governor of 
Mississippi gave to you?” He said, 
“Because I didn’t want to get out 
of here and because I ain’t got no 
other place to live; and it ain’t no 
pardon if I don’t accept it.” And it 
was not a pardon if he did not ac- 
cept it. And that day, in the com- 
pany of the Superintendent of the 
Prison Farm, I saw this old man 
with his prison garb on line up 
with the other prisoners, go in to 
the kitchen, sit down at a wooden 
table, get his tin cup and plate, and 
eat the prison grub; and after that

things. Paul was a man of “one 
thing.” “This one thing I do,” he 
exclaimed. That was the secret of 
his success. He had a great surg- 
ing passion to make known the 
Gospel, and he gave himself day 
and night to his work. And in writ- 
ing to Timothy he commanded, “be 
» diligent in these things; give thy- 
'— © self wholly to them.” 

Ba The trouble is that men are .in- 
terested in too many things today 
to be used of God. I have known 
college students whose interests 
were so divided between their stud- 
ies and girl friends that their lives 
made no impression whatever, And 
let me say that:no young man can 
be mightily used of God who is 
continually spending his evenings, 
his time and thought in the society 
of women, 
I know of ministers who are in 
business on the side. Their whole 
time is not given to their one great 
work. Before I entered the minis- 
try I purchased a vacant lot for 
speculative purposes, but after my 
ordination I sold it as quickly as 
possible that I might be perfectly 
free to give my whole thought to 
my work. | 

~~ I am not urging that you have 
no other interests in life. There are 
duties to which you are bound to 
give your attention. What I do in- 
sist upon is that you make them 
as few as possible, and above all 
that you consider them as second- 
ary, thus putting God and His 
work first and looking upon it as 
your one great purpose in life. 


2. The man God uses is the man 
who by God’s grace has removed 
every hindrance from his life. 
Now then, you don’t need to tell 
me’ what it is that hinders God 
from using you. God knows and 
‘you know. You must get right with 
Him. It may be only a weight or it 
may be a definite sin, possibly your 
besetting sin. Perhaps it is impur- 
ity in thought, word or deed. Pos- 
sibly it is pride, jealousy, malice, | 
covetousness, unbelief or self in one 
- form or another. It may be tobacco. 
But whatever it is it must be re- 
moved before God can use you. Re- 
member, it was Achan who caused 
Israel to fail. Is there an Achan in 
your heart, a shelf behind the door, 
a sin that no one sees but God? 
People think you are what you ap- 
pear to be; but do they really know 
you as you are? Dare you with- 
draw the veil and let them see all? 
(Isaiah 59:1-2). 

8. The man God uses is the man 
who has placed himself absolutely 
at God’s disposal. 

Some of us act as though we 
were afraid of God, afraid to let 
Him have full sway. God says, “If 
any man willeth to do His will.” 
What could the potter do if the 
clay refused to yield? What could 
the doctor do if the patient refused 
to trust? Of what value are insub- 
ordinate soldiers? “He that walk- 
eth in a perfect way, he shall serve 
me” (Ps. 101:6). 

Well, then, .are you yielded? 
Have you said an eternal “Yes” to 


used of God have all been 
in prayer. As you read their biog- 
raphies you discover that the spirit 
of prayer predominates. Jacob ex- 
claims: “I will not let Thee go ex- 
cept Thou bless me,” and hears God 
say: “Thou hast striven with God 
and with men and hast prevailed.” 
Jesus in the midst of the greatest 
activity and opportunity for service 
withdraws from the multitude and 
seeks a solitary place in which to 
pray, sometimes spending whole 
nights alone with his Father, pray- 
ing with such anguish of spirit that 
His sweat turns to blood. And this 
is the story of every man who has 
been used of God. Are you willing 
to pay the price? 7 

You may be marvellously gifted 
and equipped for the service of 
God, but if you have not learned 
how to prevail in prayer you can 
never expect God’s blessing on your 
labours. Let me urge upon each 
one the necessity of withdrawing 
to the secret place to pray the pre- 
vailing prayer, the prayer that ef- 
fects its object. We must pray 
through and get the answer. Oh, 
for a return to the prayer-life of 
such men as Bramwell, Ostoby, 
Carvasso, John Smith and Finney! 
5. The man God uses is the man 
who is a student of the Word. 
God’s Word is your weapon. If 
you doubt its strength what pow- 
er can you have in wielding it? It 
is your only source of information. 
When the Word of God becomes 
your meat and drink, your daily 
study and a very part of yourself, 
then, and not until then, will you 
be able to use it as He intends. Do 
you believe that the text you pro- 
claim is the living, inspired Word 
of God? And are you confident that 
it will never return void? God can- 
net use a man who doubts His 
word. 

6. The man God uses is the man 
who has a vital, living message for 
a lost world. 

You are looking forward to the 
foreign field. Well, what are you 
going to tell them? Have you a 
message? Why are you going? 

If your mission is merely one of 
Social Service, Education, Political 
Reform, you had ‘better leave it to 
the social service expert, the school 
teacher, the doctor and the reform- 
er. If it is to substitute Western 
civilization along with the Chris- 
tian religion for heathenism, bet- 
ter leave it to government agencies 
with their systems of uplift and 
reform. 

Ah no! there is only one message 
great enough to take us from our 
homes of comfort, carry us across 
the seas, and set us down in the 
midst of persecution, ridicule, sac- 
rifice and loneliness, and that is 
the message that ‘‘Christ died for 
our sins,’ the message that “God 
so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting life,” 
the message of the Cross. Nothing 
less will suffice. “Go ye and preach 
the Gospel.” The rest is the busi- 
ness of the state.

was over go back to the bed which 
he had occupied for twenty-odd 
years, along with the other pris- 
oners even though he had already 
been pardoned by two governors of 
that great state. No matter how 
great God’s love is, no matter how 
deep His grace is, no matter how 
marvelous are the provisions made 
for the salvation of sinners it will 
avail nothing for you if you reject 
it, if you say “No,” if you say “I 
will not have that which God Al- 
mighty offers to me,” when the 
offer is made. 


We come t+ the truth this morn- 
ing which this text puts upon our 
hearts. It is a very simple verse 
and a very simple statement, ‘‘Pre- 
pare to meet thy God.” Now that 
is something everybody has to do. 
You may be rich, but your money 
cannot keep you from meeting God. 
You may be cultured, but culture 
will avail you nothing if you stand 
before God as one who has tram- 
pled_under your feet the blood of 
Jesus Christ. You may have politi- 
cal power, you may have social 
prestige, you may have fame, you 
may have broad estates, you may 
drive around in big cars, you may 
have servants at your every beck 
and call, but that does not mean 
that you will not have to meet God. 
“It is appointed unto man once to 
die’; and whether you meet Him 
by death or whether you meet Him 
as He returns to this earth as He 
is going to do literally and visibly 
and tansibly some day, you have 
to meet God! You don’t have to lis- 
ten to me; you can turn off your 
radio if you want to; you don’t 
have to come to this Opera House; 
you don’t have to come to the Bap- 
tist church where I am preaching 
each night. You don’t have to 
do that. You can die first! You 
don’t have to open your Bible and 
read it. You will meet Him to 
whom the midnight is as the noon- 
day. You will meet One who has 
counted your footsteps since you 
learned to toddle at mother’s knee. 
You will meet One who knows ev- 
ery word in our mouths, and there 
isn’t a word in our mouths that 
he doesn’t know. He’s One who un- 
derstands our thoughts afar off. 
He is One that you cannot joke 
with, One you cannot deceive. He 
is One that will not let you escape 
through some technicality of law 
or through some eloquent plea of 
some lawyer, or loop-hole. You 
have to stand face to face with 
God. When you stand there you 
can’t hide things from Him. 


You need to get ready. Prepare 
to meet thy God! And for a Chris- 
tian to meet God, it must be a won- 
derful, thrilling thing, a sweet ex- 
perience, to come face to face with 
One who died for you, and face to 
face with One in whom you have 
trusted. But, oh to meet God, hav- 
ing rejected Jesus Christ, there to 
stand face to face with God saying, 
“Yes, Lord, I trampled under my 
feet the shed blood of Jesus Christ.”’ 
How terrible a thing that must be. 


I have seen loved ones meet loved 
ones whom they haven’t seen for 


years. I saw two brothers meet not 
long ago who hadn’t seen each 
other in eighteen years. These two 
big, strong men who loved each 
other put their arms around each 
other, and these brothers kissed 
each other, and cried and laughed 
and cried and laughed. It was a 
joyous experience; there were tears 
of joy to meet and stand face to 
face. But it is a terrible meeting 
that people have, that is a meet- 
ing with God if they have not put 
their trust in the Christ who died 
for them. Henry Clay Beatty one 
day over yonder in Virginia, took a 
shot-gun and hid it in his car, took 
his wife, the mother of a little 
three-weeks-old baby, out for a 
ride, got out of the car and blew 
her head off with a shot-gun, and 
went back and said that he had had 
a fight with a highwayman. But 
when he was brought to trial a 
lawyer rose and said, “Gentlemen 
of the jury, if you let this man go 
free, this man who is guilty of the 
murder of his wife, you ought to 
dig up the bones of all the_crim- 
inals of Virginia and apologize to 
them the rest of your life.” But 
there came a day when Henry Clay 
Beatty walked into a little room, 
the door opened; and then he stood 
in that little green door with his 
head shaved. He saw a little red 
light above a chair, and he stopped;

that his face turned even paler 


than the prison pallor that had/kinds of 


been upon it for days. They put 
Henry Clay Beatty in that chair 
and turned on the current and his 
body fried and sizzled and lurched 
and died. And Henry Clay Beatty 
had gone to meet God. But that 
dread hour when he went to look 
on the electric chair is a pleasant 
experience to what it will be to 
any man listening to me in this 
world today who stands face to 
face with Christ and says, “Yes, I 
knew he died for me. The preacher 
told me about it, the Bible recorded 
it, but I said no, and I trampled 
under my dirty feet His holy 
blood.” God will say to you “De- 
part from me, you worker of iniq- 
uity, into the hell-fire prepared for 
the devil and his angels.” God help 
people. God help men and women 
to prepare to meet God. 


That is the only sensible way in 
this world for men and women to 
live. Every hearse says it is the 
only sensible way. Every obituary 
column testifies that it is the only 
sensible way for people-to live, and 
every hearse and every cemetery 
and every white tomb-stone and 
every vacant chair in your house- 
hold says to you, ‘Prepare to meet 
God.” It may be your time next. 

A young girl down in my church 
came by me one night after the 
preaching and she said, “Oh, after 
hearing a sermon like that I am 
so glad I am a Christian.” She 
said, “My sweetheart and I want to 
see you in just a few weeks to get 
you to marry us.’ I said, “Well, 
Mary, I am glad that you are a 
Christian, too.” About an hour af- 
ter that my telephone rang and 
somebody said, “Oh, something aw- 
ful has happened.- Mary and her 
sweetheart went out riding on 
Highway 51, ran into a truck of 
logs and Mary is dead.” When I 
saw her, and saw her all man- 
gled and bruised, when I rushed 
over to the home that night, I said, 
“Thank God that Mary was ready 
to meet God.” With all our high- 
ways where death comes so quick- 
ly, I wonder why it is that we 
have to preach so hard, and pray 
so much, and be so insistent with 
men: and women, who seem to 
have good sense about other things 
and no sense about this thing of 
meeting God and of the uncertain- 
ty of life and of the certainty of 
death. It’s the only lovely life that 
people can live in this world, the 
only life that’s worth while, the life 
of constant preparation to meet 
God through faith in the Lord Je- 
sus Christ..

what do men think of us? Do they 
say: “What a great sermon!” or 
“What a great Christ! What a won- 
derful. saviour!” 

Remember, we are to represent 
Jesus, and that means that we 
must be dead in earnest, for to 
some our message will mean death, 
to others life. Then let us preach 
as though we mean what we say. A 
great actor one time explained the 
difference between actors and min- 
isters by saying: “You clergymen 
talk about real things as though 
they were unreal, while we actors 
talk about unreal things as though 
they were real.” 

Listen, my friend: If you are 
firmly convinced that “all have 
sinned,” that men are lost, and that 
Jesus Christ is the only One who 
can save them, and you go forth 
to proclaim that message, then I 
bid you God-speed; and let me tell 
you, your ministry will be glorious. 

Oh, then, let me ask you again: 
Have you a message that the Holy 
Spirit honours? Does He convict of 
gin when you preach? Are souls 
saved and believers edified? Are 
you proclaiming man-made ser- 
mons or God-given messages? For 
if your message is born of the Holy 
Ghost you need never be ashamed.

The great trouble with the ma- 
jority of us is that we do not ex- 
pect anything to happen.

We are con- 
tent to go on in the same old hum- 
drum way, and if a soul in anguish 
should cry out: “What must I do to 
be -saved?”” we should be dumb- 
founded. 

I have never yet been content to 
see things go on in the usual quiet 
way. Unless something happened I 
felt I had failed. I have always 
expected the extraordinary, nor 
have I been disappointed. 

You remember that young 
preacher who came to Mr. Spur- 
geon discouraged because he was 
not seeing results. 

“Why, you don’t mean to tell 
me,” exclaimed Spurgeon, “that 
you .expect results every time you 
preach, do you?” 

“Well, no,” responded the young 
man, somewhat taken back. 

“Then that is why you don’t get 
them,” was the pointed reply. 

I notice that when men play 
football they do not kick the ball 
at random, but they endeavour to 
drive it into the goal, and so with 
hockey, And, thank God, we too 
can have a goal. 

I never saw a race where mem- 
ran this way and that, all over the 
field. They had an object in view, 
and they ran toward a certain 
point. And we t6o are in a race, but 
a race, thank God, for souls. 

When a lawyer pleads a case he 
does not merely entertain. He is 
there for a verdict. And, praise 
God, we are out for a verdict. Nor 
should we be satisfied without one. 

In a shooting match every man 
fires at a mark. Have we a mark, 
and do we take aim? . 

In the days of the Great War re- 
cruiting meetings were held, not 
to entertain, but to secure recruits. 
Apart from this result the meeting 
was in vain.

a restoration of the feast of tab- 
ernacles, fasting, confession, and 
genuine repentance, The assemblies 
continued for days, services lasted 
a half day at a time, with three 
hours of Bible reading and explan- 
ation of it, followed by three hours 
of confession and worship! And 
this revival campaign, in which 
doubtless many souls came to know 
and trust in the true God for salva- 
tion, was not in the regular house 
of worship, but in a specially pre- 
pared place for enormous crowds, 
with special and unusual measures 
taken to turn men to God. And 
any one who studies the special 
times of favor and revival on Is- 
rael in the wilderness, and on Is- 
rael under.Hezekiah and under Jo- 
siah, or even under David when 
the ark was brought to Jerusalem, 
or under Solomon when the tem- 
ple was dedicated, will see that un- 
usual and extraordinary plans were 
made when there was a great re- 
vival, It is useless to pray for or 


-expect an extraordinary revival 


campaign, evidently, without ex- 
traordinary effort, faith and plans. 

And in modern times the great 
revivals have not been held in 
church buildings. Moody had some 
campaigns in churches in the ear- 
ly years of his ministry; but in- 
creasingly he was forced out into 
larger buildings, more generally 
used by the public, where great 
numbers of lost people would at- 
tend. Moody’s revival campaigns in 
the Hippodrome in New York, in 
great sheet iron tabernacles in Lon- 
don, and in big coliseums and au- 
ditoriums over America come to 
mind. 

Spurgeon’s wonderful services in 
the Surrey Music Gardens, in Lon- 
don, is another example. And Dr. 
R, A. Torrey’s great campaigns in 
Australia, in London, and else- 
where were not held in church 
buildings, generally, but in larger 
public auditoriums, supported by 
Christians from many churches. 
Billy Sunday’s great campaigns 
were all held in specially built tab- 
ernacles. Later when he attempted 
to hold campaigns in single church- 
es he was like a Samson with his 
hair shorn. Some blessed cam- 
paigns were had, but none com- 
paring with the great tabernacle 
campaigns. 

Whitfield preached usually in the 
fields, and it is said that from ten 
to twenty thousand people gath- 
ered many a time in England in 
the coal mining districts, or even in 
Boston common in America, to 
hear this mighty man of God 
preach, John Wesley preached 
much in the open air, too, and 
when he was shut out of the An- 
glican church, once, he stood -on 
his own father’s tomb stone, and 
preached to the crowd assembled. 


Dr. George W. Truett in the first 
world war preached to soldiers out- 
doors and indoors, in Europe, under 
the auspices of the Y.M.C.A., but 
rarely in churches. In the same 
war, Mel Trotter and Homer Ham- 
montree won 20,000 souls in army 
camps in America, preaching and 
singing in Y.M.C.A. huts and out- 
door amphitheaters and in halls. 


The Salvation Army has won 
multitudes with brass bands on 
street corners, finding sinners 
where they are, not futilely waiting 
for sinners to seek out the prim, 
formal, churches where they do not 
feel at home. And every rescue 
mission is a testimony that if you 
want to win souls you should spe- 
cialize in soul winning where you 
can get sinners to come in! And of- 
ten that is not in church buildings. 

The plain truth is that the or- 
dinary church service is not attrac- 
tive to the unsaved, It is humdrum 
form and ceremony, with little to 
interest, or convict or to convert 
sinners. And-I am forced to a sad 
conclusion; usually church services 
are not even intended for lost peo- 
ple. The lost are not usually spe- 
cially invited, not usually blessed 
or stirred if they attend, are not 
urged to take Christ at once not ex-

Churches and Pastors Should Plan 


and Join Such Campaigns 


Certainly churches should have 
special soul winning efforts as in- 
dividual churches. They should 
make earnest plans for such cam- 
paigns, at least one or more each 
year, I believe, unless they can join 
in a larger campaign where they 
believe more souls will be saved. 
And sometimes special services in 
a local church building are prefer- 
able. Usually services in a tent or 
larger hall will reach more people 
for Christ, however, and the church 
should earnestly try to reach sin- 
ners, at any cost, giving up formal- 
ism and clannishness with a real 
compassion for the lost. 

Many great churches are soul- 
winning centers, I think of Dr. W. 
B. Riley Dr. Oswald J. Smith, Dr. 
George W. Truett, Paul Rader, and 
others as examples of soul-winnin 
pastors who have led their church- 
es in soul winning work. So did 
D. L. Moody at Chicago Avenue 
and LaSalle Streets, in Chicago, in

“You may not agree at first with 
some of the-methods he may use 
to get and hold his crowds. But 
you withhold judgment till you see 
what results he gets. I believe that 
God’s people should use every le- 
gitimate and honorable method 
within our power and at our com- 
mand to get lost people under the 


' influence of the preaching of the 


gospel. Methods change from one 
and the 
churches and Christian workers 
should always be ready to change 
accordingly. It is the message that 
does not change, and it is this mes- 


_- gage which we are seeking to get 


lost people to hear. Our greatest 
problem today, as we are all s0 
keenly aware, is to get unsaved 
people to hear the message. I pray 
God that in some way he may be 
able to attract thousands to hear 
the gospel, who are not coming to 
our churches, and I also pray that 
he may have the-power of the Holy 
Spirit mightily upon him as he 
gives them the gospel of the sav- 
ing grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is still the ‘power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that believ- 
eth.’ 

. “Tam for any man who preaches 
the gospel. I am doing my best to 
preach it, but I do not have any 
corner on it and I am glad I don’t. 
There are thousands of lost people 
in Little Rock whom I will never be 
able to reach, but for whom my 
hearts yearns day and night. The 
blessings of God be upon the man 
who can reach them. Jackie Burris 
happens to be a Baptist, but if he 
were not I could say the same 
thing’ if he had a passion for lost 
souls and preached the way of sal- 
vation by grace through the aton- 
ing blood of Jesus Christ,” 


And the First Baptist Church of 
Little Rock opened its doors for 
day services to Jackie Burris for 
a week as some other churches 
did. We hope to hear of hundreds, 
perhaps thousands saved. May God 
grant it! I submit that that is the 


spirit pastors and churches ought 


to have toward great revival ef- 
forts. Dr. Hankins is himself a 
splendid soul winner, and longs to 
see the.unchurched multitude 
reached for Christ. 

If one cannot have union cam- 
paigns sponsored by groups of 
churches, then I believe great in- 
dependent campaigns, using large 
auditoriums, using the radio with 
fine singing and widespread and 
often expensive advertising, are 
needed. 

Sometimes a single church has 
a large enough vision and makes 
large enough plans to win hun- 
dreds of souls in a campaign, in 
a large tent or auditorium. Such 
was a revival in Oklahoma City 
where hundreds were saved in a 
five weeks’ campaign some years 
ago sponsored by the Bible Baptist 
Church, which invited me for the 
campaign. Harvey Springer has 
had some large and blessed cam- 
paigns in Denver sponsored by the 
Engelwood Baptist Church, and so 
have many other churches. We had 
several such big campaigns:in Dal- 
las, sponsored by one church, oc- 
casionally by two.. But it is better 
to have an independent campaign,

When we risk 
more to win souls, larger 
things, God’s Holy Spirit will work 
more powerfully, we may be sure. 
God cannot now do many mighty 
works because of our unbelief! I 
am an evangelist; by the call of 
God as well as my own heart’s de- 
sire Iam an evangelist. In the past 
I have had by God’s merciful help 
on my unw efforts, some 
blessed large scale campaigns of 
three kinds; with local churches; 
independent campaigns; and united 
campaigns backed by a number of 
churches. I feel that the greatest 


good, the greatest number of souls | 


saved can be attained where Chris- 
tians and churches unite in union 
campaigns. I know there is senti- 
ment by selfish churches against 
such campaigns, since some people 
feel that not so many members 
may be added to their church. Oth- 
ers. have known evangelists who 
did not preach the gospel, or were 
in meetings that emphasized money 
too much perhaps. Some fear “sen- 
sationalism.” But still, this is the 


way: God has most blessed, with| 


Moody, Torrey, Chapman and Billy 
Sunday and unsaved millions who 


‘never go to church will go tod an 


eternal Hell of torment if we do not 
have such campaigns again. And 
the churches will never prosper if 
they do not again become _ con- 
cerned for all the unreached about 
their door. 

I have many, many more calls 
than I can accept, I think I have 
time for only about one out of 
three or four invitations I receive. 
And I go to many good churches 
with successful pastors, good men 
whom it is a joy to know. The 
churches, in free will offerings, 
with never any stipulated amount 
nor any pressure, pay me gener- 
ously. But my heart is deeply bur- 
dened: and unsatisfied. I long to 
preach to the unreached multi- 
tudes. I have accepted the invita- 
tion of a fine group of churches on 
the south side of Chicago for a 
month’s campaign August 8 thru 
September 7th, this year. They 
have a fine tent, 80 x 160 feet 
which will seat, it is estimated, 
1,800 people. The noble pastors are 
earnestly concerned about a 
real revival, and I know they, like 
me, covet your prayers. I feel I 
must, wherever possible, accept 
such invitations for union cam- 
paigns, rather than special services 
in church buildings. And then, if 
I do not have invitations to union 
campaigns, I plan, God willing, to 
try some big independent cam- 
paigns, at my own risk and ex- 
pense, trusting God for expenses, 
crowds and results. I pray God 
will raise up many other men to 
do this, as Dr. M. F.: Ham does 
it, as Jackie Burris does it, and 
Harvey Springer, Bill Young and 
others do it. And oh, let us pray 
that everywhere pastors will get 
their eyes opened, and that church- 
es will begin to cooperate in great 
city-wide campaigns to reach thou- 
sands for Christ. 


And let us remember this; God 
wants the churches. New converts 
should be led to join good sound 
churches, where they may be led 
to follow Christ, where they will 
be fed, Revival results should flow 
through churches all over the land. 
‘Let us build up the work of true 
churches everywhere. We do not 
need new churches in most places, 
but to have the old ones blessed 
with a real revival. I do not believe 
new converts ought ever to join a 
medernistic church, where his faith 
in God and the Bible and the great 
doctrines of grace will be broken 
down. But, thank God, in most 


communities there are good| 


churches that still believe the Bi- 
ble, and preachers that preach it. 
There are still churches that try to 
win souls, baptise the converts, 


teach them to observe all that Je-| 


sus commanded, 
We must not separate the work 
of God’s evangelists and God's 


churches Ephesians 4:11, 12 tells 


us that evangelists, too, are to per- 
fect the saints and edify the body 


blessed work for them to do, that 


will never be done without them.
